Howard Foss, a steepliejack, was 
killed today when he fell 140 feet 
from a scaffold near the top of 
a concrete smokestack at the car 
shop of the Pullman Co., 5500 
Bircher boulevard, He was 32 
years old, a resident of Milwaukee. 

Another’ steeplejack working 
with him, Knute Ekstrom of Mil- 
waukee, said a-section of concrete 
several feet square,. which Foss 
was prying from the top of the 
smokestack, fell outward instead 


of inward as intended and knocked 
him from the scaffold. 

He fell to the ground at the base 
of the stack, landing on a small 
pile of sand which had been placed 
there for the two men to use in 
their repair work. He was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival at City 
Hospital. His skull had been frac- 
tured, and he had been hurt inter- 
nally. 

Ekstrom was working near Foss 
and saw him fati. They were re- 
moving the top of the stack, which 
had become badly weathered, in 
preparation for rebuilding it. The 
scaffold was about 10 feet below 
the top of the stacs, which is 150 
feet above ground, 

The men were employed by a 
Chicago contractor. Foss stayed 
here at the Westmoreland Hotel, 
4496 Maryland avenue.

While asserting “there can be 
no peace with Hitler,” the Times 
said British relations with Stalin 
“will be decided by events.” It 
said the latest Russian-German 
line “restricts the Russian share 
of ethnic Poland.” 

“Russia takes 
main White Russians and 
Ukrainians,” the paper con- 
tinued: “Germany acquires ad- 
ditional territory with a popu- 
lation indubitably Polish and 
seeks to enlarge the now mis- 
céellaneous Reich “with lands 
whose claim to liberty and in- 
dependence is absolute.” 

It added that “freedom and 
independence for the Polish na- 
tion, within a frontier as wunh- 
challengable as that which Ger- 
many violated on Sept. 1, and 
with full and guaranteed access 
to the sea, constitute in their 
own right an article of any con- 
ceivable peace.”

PANAMA, Sept. 30 (AP). — The 
Inter-American Conference studied 
today the problem of defining safe- 
ty zones in American waters after 
having cleared its agenda of 
lengthy technical economic and 


neutrality problems. 

A plan backed by the United 
States and Cuba would prohibit 
completely the activities of bel- 
ligerents within an air, land and 
sea safety zone, An Argentine sug- 
gestion called for only a drastic 
restriction of sea activities. 

The actual definition of such a 
zone was expected to present some 
difficulties, although most of the 
countries involved have expressed 
favor of the move. The United 
States would bear the brunt of the 
patrol work. 

Move for Trade Increase. 

The conference moved yesterday 
to increase trade among Western 
Hemisphere nations as a defense 
against a long war in Europe. 

Creation of a permanent group 
with headquarters in Washington 
to study problems of commerce 
and finance between North and 
South America also was proposed. 
The committee woyld include a 
group of five monetary experts. 

This proposal was added to the 
already crowded calendar which 
may delay the closing of the con- 
ference, scheduled for tomorrow. 

Higher Ship Rates Opposed. 

The navigation sub-committee 
recommended enactment of legis- 
lation to prevent increased freight 
and insurance rates on merchant 
ships as “unjustified by the special 
costs and risks resulting from the 
present state.” 

Recommended also were bilateral 
agreements to maintain maritime 
communications to safeguard pas- 
senger and freight traffic: study 
of the possibility of decreasing con- 
sular fees to increase the delivery 
speed of small cargoes, and the 
lowering of port fees and other 
charges affecting merchant ma- 
rine.

Street, fixer for the stock fire in- 
surance companies involved in the 
$10,000,000 Missouri rate compro- 
‘mise of 1935, was withdrawn yester- 
day by the Government. 

David lL. Bazelon, assistant 
United States Attorney, pointed out 
it now has been established that 
Street did not retain a $460,000 
slush fund raised by the companies 
to put the deal over so that its 
recipients are liable for income 
tax payments. As has been told 
Thomas J. Pendergast, former poli- 
tical boss of Missouri, got $315,000; 
R. Emmet O’Malley, his Superin- 
tendent of Insurance received $62,- 
500 and Alphonsus L. McCormack, 
St. Louis insurance man who acted 
as go-between got $82,500. . 

Pendergast and O’Malley § are 
serving terms at Leavenworth pen- 
itentiary for income tax evasion. 
McCormack confessed the whole 
affair before a Federal grand jurv 
which indicted them. He has been 
indicted by a State Court charged 
with paying a bribe, 

The investigation began when 
Street, who died Feb. 1, 1938 at 
the age of 70, paid a $47,000 penalty 
in 1936 rather than reveal what he 
did with $100,000 received from 14 
stock fire insurance} companies in 
1935. It developed that sum rep- 
resented the initial pay-off and the 
rest of the slush fund subséquent- 
y was treced to him.

It Says Arrests Are “Colossal Sham 
Battle That Costs Taxpayers 
Millions.” 

CHICAGO, Sept. 30 (AP).—The 
September grand jury filed a sup- 
plementary report yesterday in 
which it classed gambling arrests 
in Chicago and Cook County as 
a “colossal sham battle that costs 

the taxpayers millions yearly.” 
It said evidence presented be- 
fore it indicated gambling was 
“openly conducted on a very ex- 
tensive scale and practically un- 
molested.” It said arrests were 
made by the hundreds, but evi- 
dence showed such arrests were 
“nothing but a sham and an in- 
sult to the intelligence of the pub+ 
lie.”

Other recommendations were 
that gambling equipment be con- 
fiscated at the time of arrests, 
and that sincere arrests be made

cause proration of production was 


“administered for the purpose of 
fixing the price of crude oil.” 
Both witnesses said maintenance 
of high crude oil prices was a dis- 
advantage to the independent re- 


‘finer because the large companies, 


owning sources of production, pipe 
lines, refineries and marketing fa- 
cilities, could afford to operate re- 
fineries at a loss and make it up 
in other divisions of the business. 

Ownership of pipe lines, they 
said, gave the integrated compa- 
nies the additional advantage of 
receiving profits for transporting 
the oil of their smaller competi- 
tors. 

Crowley urged separation of the 
divisions of the integrated compa- 
nies. 

“The right to compete must be 
preserved,’ "he said, “or the con- 
tinued tolerance of this one mon- 
opoly is bound to result in the es- 
tablishment of monopolies in al 
things and in the destruction of 
our present form of government.

TOKYO, Sept. 320.—Tentative 
British overtures fcr the readjust- 
ment of British-Japanese relations 
are being met cautiously by the 
Japanese Government. Britain’s 
preoceupatioh with the European 
war has given the Japanese bigger 
and broader hopes than they held 
before. No longer will they be sat- 
isfied merely with a settlement of 


the Tientsin issues. 

Despite official denials, it is gen- 
erally believed here that the Brit- 
ish Ambassador, Sir Robert Leslie 
Craigie, has advanced suggestions 
for the resumption of North China 
negotiations, deadlocked since last 
month. This, combined with the 
appointment of a public relations 
counselor for the British embassy 
here, indicates that Britain hopes 
‘to mend its political fences in East 
Asia with all possible dispatch. 

British Apparently Alarmed. 

The British apparently are 
alarmed at the possibility that Jap- 
an and Russia are getting together 
in a non-aggression deal, or some 
similar rapprochement. 
While the Japanese seem ready 
to resume discussion of the Tien- 
tsin issues, it is emphasized in all 
quarters that recent changes in the 
international situation have wid- 
ened the scope of future British- 
Japanese conversations. It is evi- 
dent that Japan is hoping to take 
advantage of British involvement 
in war to force complete withdraw- 
al of British support from the 
Chungking Government, and if 
possible to bring about a sweeping 
renovation of AngloJapanese fre- 
lations. 

The Japanese are in no hurry to 
begin conversations. They would 
rather delay the discussion of 
broader questions until after the or- 
ganization of the new Japanese-sup- 
ported Chinese Government nnd 
Wang Ching-wei. Every efcort will 
be made, of course, to obtain. de 
facto or dé jure recognition of that 
government through appropriate 
pressure. 

Japanese Mark Time. 


At present the Japanese are 
marking time pending a reply to 
their demands of Sept. 5. Yet there 
is no indication of how far the 
British will be willing to go to mend 
their differences with Japan. 

Reports from Chungking that the 
Chinese Government is prepared to 
talk -peace with Japan through 
American mediation draw scant at- 
tention from the Japanese press. 
While the door to such direct ne- 
gotiations is being rapidly closed as 
arrangements progress for the new 
Wang Ching-wei administration 
there is still a glimmer of hope. 
A surprising number of civilian of- 
ficials lack confidence in the Wang 
movement as a panacea for China 
ills. Japan’s army, however, has 
scant inclination to compromise.

Avoid all fried foods, 
creamed food, butter, cream, bread, 
potatoes, rich desserts, beans, peas, 
ripe olives, mayonnaise, ice cream, 
fat meats, gravy, avocados and salt. 


Foods such as lettuce, string 
beans, turnips, beets, celery, cab 
bage, oranges, grapefruit, pineap- 
ple, fresh fruit, melons, tomatoes, 
stewed vegetables (except beans, 
peas and potatoes) and gelatin des- 
serts made without whipped cream 
can be eaten in abundance without 
adding to your weight. 

The body cannot operate without 
energy-producing foods any more 
than could the Scotchman’s horse. 
By an intelligent combination of 
fattening and non-fattening foods 
you can lose from five to 10 pounds 
a month without feeling too un- 
comfortable and without wrinkling 
until your face looks like a bird’s-
